The fur trade formed the advan¬ 
cing frontier of European civiliza¬ 
tion as it swept across the northern 
half of the continent to the Pacific. 
Ultimately, the fur trade also rep¬ 
resented a retreating frontier . for 
the civilization of the Indians, who 
had more furs than they could use; 
they eagerly exchanged them for 
European goods such as guns and 
metal tools. 

The fur trade led to cultural and 
racial interchange as well as com¬ 
modity exchange. Frencn traders 
and coureurs de bois married Indian 
women along the St. Lawrence 
River, around the Great Lakes and 
across the northwest, wherever 
they were trading. English and 
Scottish traders were not perman¬ 
ently posted to Canada and did not 
live away from their posts to the 
same extent as the French traders. 
Even so, many of them intermar¬ 


ried with the Indians of the Hud¬ 
son Bay area, the prairies and the 
far west. But many of them left 
their children behind to be raised 
as Indians. Trading alliances form¬ 
ed and broke among Indian tribes, 
and between Indians and whites. 
Wars were fought over the lucra¬ 
tive fur trade as the rivalry grew 
between English and French, be¬ 
tween white and Indian, between 
the Hudson’s Bay Co. and the 
North—West Co. 

The organization of the fur trade 
reflects this bitter political and 
corporate competition. It also re¬ 
flects the harsh living conditions 
and the high cost of transporting 
heavy trade goods and supplies up 
the rivers of the eastern Canadian 
drainage basins. These problems 
were conquered with an organiza¬ 
tion based on tough central author¬ 
ity and tortlfied outposts. The

Dear Homemakers; 

Let’s talk about the new Wall 
Coverings that are coming on the 
market to-day. They are expen¬ 
sive, but should take years of wear 
and washing without losing their 
looks 

Vinyl wall coverings backed 
with fabric are to ordinary wall¬ 
paper what vinyl floor covering is 
to linoleum—more durable, more 
resistant to soiling and mildew, 
and easier to clean. 

You can use vinyl/fabric cover¬ 
ings wherever you would use 
wallpaper—and in many places 
where wallpaper would be unsuit¬ 
able. Many of those that were test¬ 
ed, for example, would stand up 
well in basements, kitchens, bath¬ 


rooms, and other areas where 
heavy abuse or exposure to mois¬ 
ture would rather quickly do in 
ordinary wallpaper. These vinyl- 
fabric wall coverings should also 
be far more resistant to abrasive 
abuse than regular wallpapers 
coated wlIh vinyl. The vinyl/fabric 
wall coverings are still quite ex¬ 
pensive, however, and therefore 
not necessarily a better choice 
than wallpaper or paint in every 
application. 

COST A LIMITING FACTOR 

At the present prices it would 
cost from 865 to $100 to cover 100 
square feet, assuming that you did 
the work yourself. With vinyl 
coated wallpaper, the cost would 
probably be $10 to $45. Ordinary 
wallpaper would run as low as 
$7.50 or as high as you care to

Industrialization followed, 
quickened by gold rushes, I he ad¬ 
vent of steam powered transporta¬ 
tion, and the formation of strong 
central government provided by 
Act of Union and Confederation.

■ The new Canadian Dairy Commission took its first 
step in furthering the development of a sound, efficient 
dairy industry in its stabilization program for the year 
starting April 1, 1967. 

■ It is supporting market prices of major dairy products 
at levels which are equivalent to about 29 cents a 
hundred more than a year ago for manufacturing milk 
testing 3.5%. 

■ The federal government is providing funds to the 
Commission for a subsidy to manufacturing milk and 
cream shippers equivalent to $1.21 a hundred for 3.5% 
milk. The rate last year was 85c. From the $1.21 there 
will be a holdback equivalent to 11c for export price 
equalization, with any unused amount refunded at the 
end of the year. 

■ Basis for the payment will be the volume of manufac¬ 
turing milk and cream required for the Canadian market, 
approximately the amount for which subsidies were paid 


to manufacturing milk and cream shippers in 1966-67. 

■ After mid-May, when 1966-67 records are com¬ 
pleted, each registered producer will be informed of the 
volume for which he will be eligible for subsidy in 1967- 
68. This will be based on the volume for which he 
received subsidy in 1966-67. The amount for the year 
will be broken down into monthly quotas, based on the 
normal percentage of milk and cream marketed each 
month. Those who received subsidy for less than 
50,000 pounds (1,750 pounds butterfat) last year will 
be eligible for subsidy up to that amount this year. 

■ This new program, in terms of price support and 
subsidies, represents an increase of 65c, or 16%, over 
the federal program for 1966-67. It is over a dollar, or 
33%, higher than in 1965. 

■ What's the new Dairy Commission doing to help 
improve the dairy industry? Quite a lot. And it's only 
the beginning.

Total production costs on the 
farrow-to-finish enterprises were 
$9,325 of $16.05 per 100 pounds of 
live market hog produced. Feed 
consumption and feed costs per 
100 pounds of live production 
varied more from one farm to 
another than any other cost. The 
study showed that many farmers 
could improve their profit margin 
by adopting management practices 
aimed at increasing gross returns 
or reducing production costs. 

Gross returns per 100 pounds of 
production on the farrow-to-finish 
enterprises tended to decrease 
slightly as the size of the unit 
increasd. Similarly, total variable 
costs, fixed costs, and labour costs 
per 100 pounds of production de¬ 
creased slightly as the size of the 
unit increased. The net return to 
labour and management per 100 
pounds of production was smallest 
on the large enterprises. 

The report shows that the aver¬ 
age gross return for the feeder 
enterprises was $11,191 or $22.27 
per 100 pounds of live hog produc¬ 
ed. Average costs were $13.29 per i 
100 pounds of production with! 
feed comprising 69.2 per cent of 
this figure. 

In addition to analysis data on 
the farrow-to-finish and feeder- 
hog enterprises, the report con¬ 
tains information on seasonal 
price variations and the use of the 
partial budget for efficient farm 
management planning.
